New License 


Plate Holders 
Are Provided 


A new type of license plate hold- 
er for the larger numeral plates 
that will adorn California auto- 
mobiles in 1929 was announced to- 
jay tor the 79.000 members of the 
California Siate Automobile asso- 
ciation by D. EK. Waikins, secre- 
tary and general manager of the 
motorists’ organization. Replacing 
the polished aluminum holder that: 
has been issued to members in 
the past, the association has or- 
dered a black enamel holder in! 
changing to a larger size to con- 
form to the size of the 1929 num- 
eral plates. The new holder con- 
tains the association emblem as 
diq the old one. 

In view of the regults of sev- 
eral tests made by the state di- 
vision of Motor Vehicles showing 
that the bright aluminum older 
detracted from the visibility of 
the numerals, ihe association made 
in exhaustive investigation along 
these lines. The facts as reported 
by Frank O. Snook, chief of the 
motor vehicle division, were found 
to be substantiated, and in a desire 
Oo cooperate with the state divis- 
‘on and to do everything possible 
to obtain maxtmum visibility, the 
black enamel holder was adopted. 

“The black enamel holder not 
ynly adds to the visibility of the 
numerals,’ said Watkins, “but it 
will prove a most attractive addi- 
tion to any car.. The darker-hued 
holder, containing the association 
emblem, will harmonize with the 
body colors of cars even more ap- 
propriately than the lighter alum- 
inum color. Being of enamel, the 
few plate holder will not rust or, 
tarnish. it will be designed so 
provide even greater protection for 
the larger’ sized numeral plates.” 

The new plate holders, which 
are available to association mem-| 
bers at cost, will not be issued 
until the new 1929 numeral plates 
are distributeq to motorists at) 
the renewal registration period, 
Watkins said.
